All of us at one time or another have 
pulled a boner or prank that if the cir­ 
cumstances had been just a little dif­ 
ferent the results could have been tragic 
Three local young people were in­ 
volved in such a tiling Sunday only for 
them the circumstances were such that 
it did make for a tragedy. They were 
si looting at highline insulators and as 
luck would have it their car was parked 
in probably the only spot in the area 
where the line would fall on the car. 
But the most important part of the 
whole horrible thing w as the fact that 
one boy, Jimmy Lee Bastings, w as p re ­ 
pared by training to act in such a n em er­ 
gency. Through his efforts Steve F eagan 
is now in the hospital in Galveston in 
what is reported to be in good condition. 
Jimmy, through his quick action, was 
able to get Steve out of the electrically 
charged, burning car and to administer 
mouth to mouth insufflation. 
While we can no way condone the 
actions of the boys in shooting at insula­ 
tors we do wish to commend Jimmy for 
his being able to respond to the needs 
of his companion so quickly and capably. 
Jimmy credits Scouting and especi­ 
ally his former Scoutmaster, J. O Murph- 
ree, for everything that he was able to 
do for Steve. 
Our only hope is that others will real­ 
ize that almost any of these unnecessary 
pranks or stunts that they do just for 
kicks can very easily turn into a tragedy. 


Just when you think that the voter 
registration system in Texas is about to 
settle down after several years of change 
from a poll tax, to a free national regi­ 
stration, to a free registration — some­ 
thing else comes up. 
Now there has been a ruling that the 
constitutional am endm ent approved by 
the voters last fall is invalid. 
This aces not really cnange anything 
as far as registration is concerned for 
now But it could cause a change in the 
future. 
W hat it h as done, if upheld by the 
Supreme Court, is to leave the registration 
of voters a matter of law which can be 
changed by the legislation instead of be­ 
ing a part of the constitution whi.ch could 
be changed only by the voters. 
The whole situation boils down to 
fight between the liberal and conserva­ 
tive forces within the state. The liberals 
want a perm anant registration system to 
eleminate the need to register each year 
to Le eligible to vote. The conservatives 
want the annual registration system be­ 
cause they feel that it is safer in that it is 
much harder to have block voting with 
annual registration. They also feel that it 
is mucli easier to eliminate the unquali­ 
fied voters from the rolls. 
Personally we do not care which sys­ 
tem is used in Texas but we do wish that 
we could keep one system long enough to 
get used to it again. This constant change 
is keeping too many people aw ay {rom 
the polls. 
While there is really no difference b e ­ 
tween the present system and the old poll 
tax system except that it is free, just the 
change itself seems to keep people from 
registering that normally would. 


All of this is just to remind you that 


1! you have not already, you need to reg­ 
ister before the January 31 deadline. Re­ 
member that nothing has changed and 
you must register if you want to exercise 
your right as a citizen and vote 
While there will not be a national 
election this year there will be elections 
held during the year when your vote will 
be needed. Besides tho annual city ar; I 
school elections there is alw ays the possi­ 
bility of some special election. 
So, please stop by the BCD office and 
register before it is too late.

Fire While on Patrol in Vietnam 


Private First Class Douglas M. Thomas, 22, United 
States Marine Corps, became the first Hamiltonian to 
meet death at the hands of the enemy in Vietnam 
when he fell before hostile rifle fire while on patrol 
duty in the vicinity of Quang Ngai Saturday. Jan. 14. 
A rifle bullet penetrated his chest. Further details 
are not known here at this time but are expected to 
be revealed in a letter promised in a telegram from 
General Wallace M. Greene, Jr., Commandant of the 
United States Marine Corps. Two such telegrams, one 
to Pfc. Thomas’s young wife, Rosalie, and the other 
to his mother, Mrs. Verna Mae Thomas of Cranfills 
Gap, were received late Monday afternoon. 
First news of the death, however, was brought 
to the widow by two Marines, one a captain, the other 
a sergeant, about mid-morning Monday at the Wilson 
Electric Company where Mrs. Thomas is employed. 
By Marine custom, such sad news is carried in per­ 
son by a team of one officer and one enlisted man in 
an effort to diminish the shock.

I . To remove dead wood or 
winter-killed growth 
2. To balance the amount oi 
top or branch growth on a 
plant with the amount of root 
system at the time of trans­ 
planting. (This is especially 
true with rosebushes or othei 
trees and .shrubs moved with 
bare roots.) 
3. To remove parts of plants 
that are injured seriously by 
diseases or insects. 
4. To repair injuries to the 
plants by weather conditions. 
such as storms. 
5. To rejuvenate older plants 
by removing older stems and 
branches to encourage vigoi- 
ous new young stems to take 
their place. 


6 To maintain or develop a 
desired size or form. 
7. To produce more or better 
flowers and fruit.
